Step Had Long Been Forecast

A prediction made more than a 
year ago by A. F. of L. officials 
that John L. Lewis, head of the 
united mine workers and chairman 
of the committee for industrial or- 
ganization, intended to set up a 
rival national federation and “split 
the labor movement’’—-came true 
recently. 

Lewis made the announcement 
himself to 50 newspaper correspon- 
dents he summoned to his office in 
accordance with his usual proce-

The C. I. O., Lewis told the re- 
porters, will immediately start is- 
charters to international 
unions and to state and city cen- 
tral organizations—-a form of struc- 
ture identical to that of the A. F.

Regrets, But No Surprise 

Lewis’ announcement occasioned 
no surprise in A. F. of L. circles, 
Officials of the federation expressed 
regret that he should take addi- 
tional steps to further widen the 
breach between the C. I. O. and 
the A. F. of L., but 
transparently been his purpose 
ever since he was defeated on plans 
he tried to put across at the A. F. 
of L. convention in 1935.” 

President William Green of the 
A. F. of L., when informed of 
Lewis’ action, recalled that 
federation’s executive 
year ago had declared the C, I. O.

the action which has taken place.” 
Still Hopes for Peace 


Green said he would confer with 
other A. F. of L. officials on the 
federation’s next step in the face 
of the Lewis challenge. He made 
it plain that the A. F. of L. will 
fight vigorously against any fual 


movement, but expressed the hope 
that the C. I. O.-A. F. of L. breach 
will be healed and the forces of 
labor united. | 

In that connection, he pointed 
out that the A. F. of L. months 
ago appointed a standing commit- 
tee for the express purpose of 
settling the differences between the 
federation and the C. I. O. Lewis, 
however, has refused to appoint a 
similar group to negotiate a settle- 
ment.

We 
hold this attack is inspired solely 
by spleen and bitterness, that it is

Mine Workers’ Constitution 

Violated 

“In support of these convictions 
we cite the fact the constitution 
and laws of the united mine work- 
ers, in article 7, only

empower the officers and executive 
board of that organization to sus- 
pend or expel an officer or member 
in the event such officer or mem- 
ber is charged with and found 
guilty of ‘fomenting, leading or en- 
couraging a dual union or a dual 


movement within the organiza- 
tion.’ 
“Tt is clear, of course, what is 


meant by a ‘dual movement within 
the organization.’ This embraces 
a dual movement of miners within 
the united mine workers. Certain- 
ly it cannot be said, much less be 
proven by valid evidence that 
President Green has fomented, led 
or encouraged a dual movement 
within the united mine workers. 
To the contrary all evidence de- 
monstrates his loyal support and 
defense of the united mine work- 
ers even to the maintenance of all 
its rights within the A. F. of L. 
during the present period of sus- 
pension.

“The executive council regrets 
exceedingly the necessity for the 
issuance of this statement. How- 
ever, we have reached a_ point 
where silence can only lead to 


greater injustice and tend to con- | 


fuse, weaken and divide further 
the workers of our country. The 
executive council regrets sincerely 
the division and confusion that has 
taken place in the affairs of organ- 
ized labor. It notes with great ap- 
prehension the trend of events to- 
day in our industrial life. It can- 
not view this internal division and 
strife other than tragic in the life 
and work of all wage earners in 
our country. 

“This statement is issued so that 
a clear understanding may be had 
of the character of the attack be- 
ing made upon the president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
It is the further hope that through 
the clearing of issues further at- 
tacks, personal or otherwise, may 
be avoided. 

“W mtd it is true that differences 
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The depths of iniquity to which 
some anti-union employers. will 
descend to in order to acquire in- 
formation regarding the union 
membership of their employes is 
revealed in a warning issued by the 
social security board relative to the 
circulation of unauthorized ques- 
tionnaires purporting to be de- 
manded by the board and intended 
to disclose not only the union affil- 
iations of the workers but also 
their religion and other personal 
affairs not required for the admin- 
istration of the social security act. 

In announcing the issuance of a 
warning to employers against this 
practice the social security board 
said:

I'he only information required 
of employes by the board is called 
for on the application for a social 
security account number, which is 
labeled ‘form SS-', treasury de- 
partment, internal revenue serv- 
ice.’ The forms are now available 
to all employes who have not filed 
their applications at local post of- | 
fices. 


“This application blank asks only 
a few simple questions, such as 
name, address, sex, color, age, and 
business address of employer. 
These answers are necessary for 
the purpose of identification.” 

“This form,” the board empha- 
sized, ‘makes no reference to na- 
tionality, religion, education, or un- 
ion affiliation, and when filed with | 
the board is held confidential.” | 

The board has received samples 
of questionnaires reported as being 
distributed by employers in cer- 
tain sections of the United States. 
“The questionnaires,” the board 
said, ‘state or imply that the in- 
formation sought is fer, or required 
by, the social security board. Such 
questionnaires, however, do not 
bear the government’s imprint and 
form number, as is the case with 
all official forms or questionnaires 


issued by the social security 
board.” 
The board requires that all in- 


stances of the distribution by em- 
plovers of questionnaires, which by 
expressed or implied intent con- 
vey the impression of being re- 
quired or authorized by the social 
security board, should be brought 
to the board’s attention.
